SECTION 1. That, hereafter, the general terms of the Circuit court

vided; and all adjournmente, appearances, continuances, 
motions and notices of any proceedings in the circuit 
court of said county, made or taken to any term of a date 
subsequent to the date when this act shall take effect, shall 
be held and taken for the time herein provided for hold-
ing the terms of said court. 

SEC. 3. All acts, and parts of acts, conflicting with Repeal. 
the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. 

SE0. 4. This act, immediately after its passage, shall This act to be 
be published in a newspaper printed in said county of La Published.
